W ashington, Dee IR.—Tim two event* 
of im portance in the house thin week be­ 
fore the adjournm ent for the holiday 
recess on W ednesday, are the vote on 
the currency bill thin m orning imme­ 
diately after the reading of Tho Journal 
and the announcem ent of the commit- 
teen tomorrow. 
Under the term s of the special rule 
neither a motion to reconsider nor a 
substitute is in order and the vote will 
be taken directly upon the passage of 
the bill. 
The result is a foregone con­ 
clusion, as it will comm and every Re­ 
publican vote. 
The interest in tho vote 
therefore lies only in the record of Dem­ 
ocratic disaffection it will show 
The 
eastern Democrats generally, w ith the 
$ 5 . 0 0 exception of a few from New York, are 
not in line w ith their Democratic b reth ­ 
ren from the south and west on the 
money question, but not all of them will 
vote for the bill. 
According to a careful canvas made 
by Mr. Overstreet of Indiana, who bad 
been in charge of the measure, it will 
receive eight Democratic votes at the 
least, and he believes seven Democrats 
will dodge. 
Ile figures th a t the bill 
will have a m ajority of 35 
So far as 
eau be ascertained no other 
business 
will be transacted by the house this 
week. 
The currency bill was under debate 
all last week and many speeches were 
made on the measure. 
The first four 
days was the general debate and Friday 
and Saturday were taken up under the 
five m inute rule. 
No stirring event came over .the bill 
until late Saturday afternoon. 
It was 
brought about.by the Republicans as­ 
serting th a t the Democrats had about 
concluded th a t the silver issue was dead 
as no silver am endm ent was offered to 
the bill. 
This announcem ent brought 
all the Democrats of the house to their 
feet, except IO or 12. 
They denied the 
assertion, 
and 
Mr. 
Richardson 
of 
Tennessee, called attention to tho fact 
th at no silver adm endm ent to the bill 
coaid be introduced under the rules 
adopted for the debate on the measure. 
This caused some little sharp debate. 
The senate has no program for the 
present week and the indications are 
th at short daily sessions will lie held and 
very little business will be transacted. 
Both houses will adjourn for C hrist­ 
mas holidays on W ednesday. Outside of 
official nom inations there is practically 
no business on the calendar, all im por­ 
tan t m atters in com m ittee having been 
delayed for the reorganization of the 
comm ittees effected a t the close of busi­ 
ness last week. 
So far no notices of 
speeches on any subject have been given 
and senators generally express them ­ 
selves as disposed to postpone the real 
business of the session until after the 
recess. 
It is expected th at the financial bill 
will be received from the house during 
the week. It will be referred to the com­ 
m ittee on finance. 
This comm ittee ex 
p ed s to make its report soon after the 
resum ption of business in the new year. 
when the real work of the session will 
then begin.
